July 1, 19 23 is

H. M. Lord, successor of "H ell and 
M aria” Dawes, th e first federal b ud g­ 
et director, is forcing the heads of 
m any governm ent bureaus to cut ex ­ 
penses.

Last week Inspectors ordered 12 
locomotives taken out of service on

road, but the next day 
these defectives were put back in the 
running 
In the meantime progress contin­ 
ues to be made in securing settle­ 
ments. 
Last week the roads added to 
this list were the New Orleans

Great Northern, Alton $ Southern, 
Louisville He Jefferson Bridge Co., St. 
Louis, Troy He Eastern, and the St. 
Louis &. O’Fallon. 
To date 98 roads with over 75,000 
mileage and more than 25,000 loco­ 


motives have signed agreements, and 
the men are back on the job.

most of the other lines negotiations 
are either being conducted or ar* 
pending. 
W ill Get Finish Fight 
In a few instances the m anage­

EUROPEAN TRIP 


Describes Her Experiences as One 


of the Oood Will Delegates 


Touring France 


7 DAYS CROSSING THE OCCEAN 


Interesting Cross-Sections of French 
Life, Scenes and Experiences 
are Given 


The Dispatch ptives publicity to 
this series of travel sketches penned 
by Miss Erma Johnson who was e l e c t ­ 
ed one of the “ Good Will" delegates, 
which party toured F r a n c e . 
St. Paul. Minn.. Sept. 27th. 1922. 
Dear Friends: 
Because I wish so much to share 
with you In some way the wonder­ 
fully interesting 
trip to 
France, 
which 1 was so fortunate as to have, 
due entirely to your efTorts in my be­ 
half, I am writing this letter. 
On the evening of July 20th, I left 
St. Paul, filled with expectations of 
what was before me, but at the same 
time feeling a little bit loath to go 
so far away from home. 
Three «lays 
1 spent in Chicago, and on the morn­ 
ing of the 24th, I left for New' York, 
over the New York Central. 
One 
standard Pullman had been reserved 
for Good Will delegates. 
Starting 
from Chicago were nine girls from 
Omaha (four of them railroad girls t, 
one from San Francisco, one from 
Kansas City, ten from Chicago, and 
myself. 
Miss Jones having gone to 
New York several days before. 
Oth­ 
er delegates joined us at Cleveland 
and South Bend. 
At New York we 
were met by several members of the 
American 
Committee 
who 
took 
charge of our baggage and escorted 
us to the Waldorf Astoria, where we 
met the rest of the eighty-seven 
“Good Wilier*." 
I might mention 
here that Detroit sent twenty-nine 
girls. 
The competition between the 
Ford and Dodge companies was very 
strong, which undoubtedly accounted 
for the large number of votes cast 
there. 
Our first afternoon in New York 
was spent in doing some last minute 
shopping, and although no one would 
admit It. I thing that the nearby 
druggist’s stock 
of 
“ Mother Sill's 
Seasick Remedy” was very nearly de­ 
pleted. 
That evening, we attend a ban­ 
quet at the hotel at which His Ex­ 
cellency, Monsieur Jusserand, French 
Ambassador to the United States, 
was guest of honor. 
He spoke to us 
of how much the French people ap­ 
preciated what the Americans have 
done and are still doing for them. 
He also said that he hoped to join 
us later in Paris, which he did. 
After the banquet, we went “en 
masse” to Cort Theater to see “Cap­ 
tain Apple Jack ” a very good comedy 
and a good cure for the homesickness 
with which some of the girls were af­ 
flicted. 
The following morning we set sail 
on the “ LaFrance" one of the largest 
boats of the French Line, and a verv 
beautiful one. 
The pier was crowded 
with friends of the different girls, 
and reporters, 
photographers 
and 
moving picture men were everywhere 
The ship was such a new and inter­ 
esting thing to me that I forgot to 
watch as we passed the Statue of 
Liberty. 
But what could be expect­ 
ed when there were cabins to ex 
plore, 
cabin mates to find, 
deck 
chairs to try, and our first meal on 
board to be eaten. 
We were seven days in .crossing 
and the weather was almost perfect. 
Even the 
English 
channel 
was 
smooth and there was very little sea­ 
sickness. 
Ail of the days were well 
filled with entertainment of various 
kinds. 
Every morning we had a 
meeting to talk over the trip. 
Ma­ 
dame Despres, a French woman who 
was our chaperone and who also 
acted as interpreter, and Mr. Arnold, 
of the Temple Tours, who conduct­ 
ed our party through France, were 
always ready to answer questions 
and give advice about things per 
taining to the trip. 
The ship’s or 
chestra gave a concert every after­ 
noon. and every evening there was 
dancing. 
Besides that, we had sev 
eral “ Bridge” and “ Five Hundred' 
tournaments, a musical, and a mock 
trial In which one of our girls sued 
a young Princeton man for breach of 
promise. 
The jury brought back the 
verdict that, inas much as a proposal 
on board ship was to be expected but 
not to be taken seriously, the case 
be dismissed. 
Maurice 
Chevraller, 
a 
French 
comedian of note, and Mile. Misten- 
gette, a French dancer who caused 
quite a sensation in New York this 
spring, added a great deal to the 
entertainment ihe night of the Cap 
tain ’s party. 
Justice Page of the 
New York supreme court 
gave 
speech in which he paid special trib 


ule to our delegation. 
On the evening of August 
1st, 
we anchored in the harlmr at Ply­ 
mouth, England, to exchange mail 
and passengers with a smaller boat 
that came out to meet us. 
The next morning at 6 a. m. we 
landed at Havre. 
Miss Anne Morgan 
and some others of the American 
Committee, and an army 
of 
pho­ 
tographer«« and reporters came aboard 
to greet us. 
When we stepped off 
the gang plank, we were met by Sub- 
Perfect and the Deputy Mayor of 
Havre, 
Both 
delivered 
lengthy 
speeches in French, and presented us 
with flowers and *ouvenlers of their 
city, and assured us that we were 
most welcome in France 
We were 
allowed to go through the Customs 
Without having our baggag* exam­ 
ined. 
We traveled from Havre to 
Paris on one of their first class trains 
which were much more comfortable 
than I had expected them to be. The 
country through which we 
passed 
was beautiful. 
Every inch of ground 
even down to the very railroad tracks 
was utilized for truck gardens 
The 
houses were of white stone, with red 
tile roofs and Nile green shutters, 
and there were red poppies growing 
everywhere.

There are also cases on record where one person with a name 
very much like that of another has used his name with that of the 
other for the purpose of confusing people who might be led to mis­ 
take one name for the other. 
We would not deliberately charge that John Khutsen of St. 
Cloud is allowing his name to be used by a political party for the, 
purpose of confusing the minds of the voters of the Sixth District, 
of Minnesota who wish to cast their votes for Congressman Harold 
Knutson in the November election. Votes may go to John Knutson 
because the others do not take care to discover, when reading 
their ballots, that the names are so much alike that unless they' 
observe the given names they may place their votes over against 
the name of the wrong man. The man that the people of the Sixth 
District wish to return to Washington is named Harold Knutson, 
and however similar the last name of Harold and John may be 
they are not one and the same person. They are not even brothers, 
as the difference in the letter in the last name woifid indicate; for 
one name is spelled Knutson, which is the name that the most of 
the people in the Sixth District wish to mark with their cross, 
while in the other case it is spelled Knutsen and the letter “e” in 
the name will decide that it will not win the vote. 
The distinction that we have noted and emphasized is of very 
considerable importance, for, after all, there is a great deal in a 
name. There is so much in a name that the voters must remember 
that while Ixffh of these names are very much alike there is a dis­ 
tinct difference in the things for which the men who bear the simi­ 
lar names stand. The name Harold Knutson stands for considera­ 
tion of the interests of the people of the Sixth District, willingness 
to go to a great deal of trouble to give attention to the voluminous 
correspondence that comes into the office of the congressman from 
this district, a democratic sympathy that determines that the cor­ 
respondence of the humblest citizen will be given painstaking 
consideration, and an effort—a serious effort—to do for the writer 
of the letter what is requested therein if it is possible for the con­ 
gressman to bring it about. 
The name Harold Knutson stands for a great deal more, 
it * 
is a synonym for thoroughness and fidelity; a thoroughness that 
has led to the congressman from che Sixth District becoming rec­ 
ognized by his party by being made the whip of the house of rep­ 
resentatives, and a fidelity that has won for Congressman Knut­ 
son the respect of the members of congress who are his associates. 
The name Harold Knutson also stands for splendid service in 
the interests of men who were disabled during the World war.

The na­ 
tional organizations of ex-soldiers have expressed their approval 
of the strenuous and painstaking efforts of Congressman Knutson 
to win for these men their rights—rights however that are only 
granted after the cases have had careful consideration.

Knutson has done a great deal to facilitate the disposal of these 
eases by cutting the red tape of the government departments and 
in so doing securing an early consideration for their claims, and 
in the majority of cases a just recognition of these claims. 
The

have failed to advise themselves of the efforts the congressman 
has made in the interest of their disabled comrades.

It is true that these lawless acts are condemned by the great 
majority of the members of the Federated Shop Crafts, who are 
now on a strike, and whose members are among our most re­ 
spected and law abiding citizens. Knowingthat in so large a num­ 
ber of men there are always many irresponsible and impulsive 


individuals, respect for law and order has been urged by the lead­ 
ers at their daily meetings, and it is to their credit that up to this 
time they have been able to restrain the irresponsible element 
in their ranks. 
It is just as well for this element to understand that lawless 
acts will get them nowhere—that they only harm themselves and 
their craft. Any settlement made by Mr. Jewell so far, provides 
that those guilty of lawless acts shall not be re-employed, and they 
certainly will lose the respect of the people of this community, 
and do lasting harm to the city’s good name. 
And in the end law and order will prevail here, if not by our 
own efforts, then by outside help, which all will deplore and resent. 
Let us see to it that this is not necessary, but that every one will 
be protected in his lawful rights by our own people, now as in che 
past.
